OTTawa, Ontario, Sept, 6—All the Oabinet 
Ministers in town were asked to express an 
‘opinjon on Senator Sheriman’s reciprocity 
resolution. They were, of course, reticent, 
but displayed no antagonism to Senator Sher- 
man’s proposal. On the contrary, they 
seemed inclined to regard it with some favor, 
and were of the opinion that if the proposa) 
passed the United States Senate it would be 
taken up by the Parliament of Oanada. 

Sir John Thompson, Minister of Justice, 
said it was a delicate matter to speak of with- 
out consultation with the Premier and his 
colleagues. All he could say was that the 
proposition, as he understood it, was an im- 
provement on former proposals emanating 
from Washington, inasmuch as it did not 
commit either party to any particular method 
or plan to promote the object in In this 
regard the resolution seemed to Bim to be 
unobjectionable. 

As to the distinet proposal for free trade in 
coal, Sir John said he did not think the feel- 
ing of the mining interests in Nova Scotia, 
his own province, would be in favor of free 
trade with the United States In coal. The 
Toronto papers asserted that the coal trade in 
Nova Scotia was depressed for want of free 
trade, but they were mistaken. The coal trade 
was growing and was not at all depressed. 
He did not think there was a coal mine in 
Nova Scotia, except perhaps the Spring Hill 
mine, in favor of reciprocity in coal. Sir 
John admitted, however, that the Spring 
Hill mine was by far the largest and most im- 
portant in the vwrovince, Its output was 
enormous. There was a section in Nova 
Scotia that favored reciprocity in coal irre- 
spective of its effect on the mining interests, 
but it was not so large as in past years. The 
Nova Scotia miners were handicapped in 
their competition with American minets by 
matters of transportation; and oauld not 
supply even the New England States, always 
excepting Spring Hill, 

Mr. Foster, Minister of Finance, preferred 
notto express a decided opinion. The Sher- 
man resolution, be said, was the best propo- 
sition made since theold reciprocity treaty. 
Itseemed fair towards Oanada. As to reci- 
procity in coal alone he was not in favor, asa 
rule, of these single-clause reciprocity treat- 
jes. No doubt if the Senate, which was the 
controlling body of Congress, passed the res- 
olution it would be considered dy the Pariia- 
ment of Canada. 

Hon. Edgar Dewdney, Minister of the In- 
terior, spoke favorably of the Sherman reso- 
lution, saying on the face of it the resolution 
appeared a reasonable one. 


Correcting Abuses in the Army. 


OCorK, Sept. 6.—The war office here deter- 
mined upona summary disposition of cases 
of wanton abuse of authority on the part of 
officers in the army. A Welsh regiment is 
stationed here. Amongthe members of the 
regiment is a Lieut. Jervois, who has always 
enjoyed a wide popularity among the pri- 
vates, but has been ignored, boycotted and 
persecuted by his fellow officers, and sub- 
jected by them to petty annoyances of all 
kinds, This persecution culminated about 
two months ago when the Lieutenant’s room 
was broken into at night and he was dragged 
from his bed, taken outside to a secluded 
spot and tarred and feathered. A few days 
later Lieut. Jervols refused to salute his su- 
perior officer when on parade, as he knew that 
officer was one of those guilty of the indignity 
heaped upon him previously, and he had no 
other means of showing his resentment. Fol- 
lowing this he absented himself from his 
regiment and proceeded to England to visit 
his relatives. When he had been absent four 
days he was arreste@as a deserter and brought 
back here and subjected to eight weeks’ con- 
finement in his quarters. His relatives lodged 
acomplaint with the Government for this 
andan inguiry was ordered atonce. As a 
resulta decision was announced Wednesday 
last to the effect that two officers are deprived 
of their commissions and four others placed 
at the bottom of the promotion list, with the 
option of resignation. It is this decision that 


is causing the sensation here, and is univer-- 
sally acoepted as just.

A Vital Question in Naval Equipment. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Eept. 6.—Admiral David 
D. Porter has contributed to the proceedings 
ol the United States Naval Institute at Annap- 
olis his views on the paperrecentiy read be- 


fore the Institute by Kear Admiral &. B. Luce 
upon Naval Training.’’ Admiral Porter be- 
lieves that Admiral Luce handles too tender- 
ly those parties in the navy, whoever they 
may be, who instituted the system of reducing 
sail power on ships of war and supplying 
everything with military masts without con- 
sidering whetherthe ships were intended as 
cruisers or as vesseis tor coast defense. 

Continuing he says: Not one of the new 
vessels hitherto planned or built is fit for war 
purposes in times of hostilities. Cruisers can- 
not cruise for want of sail power, and so 
called line-of-battle ships cannot go into bat- 
tle for want of proper endurance. In time of 
war the result will be that the present navy 
will be laid up on account of too much mili- 
tary wast andthe entire lack of sail wer, 
without which a vessel of the navy is nota 
perfect machine. This question of sail power 
is one on which the efficiency of the service 
hinges. Every officer should bring to bear 
what influence he possesses to cause all 
eruisers and line-of-battie ships to be fitted 
with sufficient sail power to enable them to 
cruise for long périods at sea if necessary, 
without entering »ort except for provisions, 
so that they may save their coal, as did the 
Confederate steamer, Alabama, for an 
occasion Wwe they may be called into action 

Or to chase an enemy too fast to be overtaken 
under sail. 

This is the battle confronting the young 
officers of the navy and it must De fought 
now. Wedemand for our sea-going vessels 
thirty-five feet of canvass for each square foot 
of midship section. As to the coast defense 
vessels they may be fitted with as many mil 
tary masts as the constructors choose to sup- 
ply.

Martin Kane Shet by Officer Wilkobrosky 
~The Officer Arrested and Gives Bail in 
the um of $5,000—The Prohitionists of 
St. Clair Ceunty Meet in Belleville 
General News From the East Side. 


Thismorning Coroner Woods held an in- 
queston the body of a 10-year-old boy who 
was killed by the oars in the northern 
part of the city. The boy was Charlies 
Mitchell, son of William Mitchell, a 
fireman who lives at the corner of Exchange 
avenue and Second street, near the Stock 
Yards.

‘Yards, who was a playmate of the boy 


Mitchell, was an eye-witness of the casualty, 
and he related the circumstances 
to the Coroner’s jury. From his 
statement it appeared that the 
boy lost bis life through his carelessness and 


venturesome spirit. He was playing with his | 


companion near the Freeman wire mill when 
a Vandalia locomotive with several cars came 
up from the Relay Depot and switched about 
the tracks at the mill. The boys began 
and off the cars as they 
were switched about, and were warned by a 
brakeman to keep away from the train, but 
persisted in their dangerous pastime with the 
result that Mitchell fell beneath the wheels. 
He was instantly killed, his body being hor- 
ribly mangled. Both arms and both legs were 


cut off, and when the fragments were collected 
they bore little semblance to a human form. 
SHOT BY AN OFFICER. 

On Collinsvilie avenue about 7 o’clock yes- 
terday evening Officer W. P. Wilkobrosky 
shot Martin Kane, a notorious tough and ex- 
convict, whom he attempted to arrest. Fro 
the officer’s statement it appears that he met 
Kane on Collinsville avenue running alon 
the sidewalk without caat or hat and wit 
blood dripping from his face. The officer 
had just been informed that a row was in 
progress at Barney Concannon’s saloon far- 
ther north on the avenue, and as Kane was 
coming from that direction he 3 sup - 
posed that be had been in the fight. @ ac- 
cordingly attempted to arrest him, but Kane 
resisted. The officer’s club was wrested from 
him and he then called to 4 
bystander, Daniel Chapin, to assist 
him. Chapin responded, but they were un- 
abie to overcome Kane, who broke from them 
and ran. When the officer saw that Kane was 
about to escape he fired at him with nis re- 
volver and shot him in the left side. Dr. 
Charles Thompson and Dr. G. C. Bates hap- 
pened to de in the vieinity, and were attracted 
tothe scene. They bandaged Kane’s wound, 
after which he was sent to St. Mary's Hospital. 
The doctors found that the ball had struck 
and fractured the third rib, had ranged up- 
ward close tothe skin im front of the heart 
and lodged under the left nipple. The injury 
is not serious. Kane was recently released 
from the Penitentiary after serving a term for 
a murdereus assaulton Patrick Egan, com- 
mitted while the two were in fall at Belleville, 
Kane being in confinement at the 
time oa the charge of stealing 
hides from the beef cannery and 
Egan being under indictment for robbing the 
safe in the East St. Louls City Treasurer’s of- 
fice. Officer Wiikobrosky was placed under 
arrest oy Chief Walsh, and will have a hearing 
onthe charge of assauit with intent to kill 
before Justice Davis next Saturday. He gave 
ball in the sum of $5,000 for his appearance on 
that date.

AYPNOTISM DISCONTINUED A? THE WOOD- 
WORTH TENT. | 


Dr. Wellington Adams Says That What He 
and Dr. Diller Were Aiming At in the 
Insanity Proceedings Has Been Accom- 
plished—-He Will Bring the Case Before 
the Medical Society. ) 


Judge Woerner has decided that the Probate 
Court bas no authority toinguire into the 
sanity of Mrs, M. B. Woodsworth. The court 
is authorized only to take care of the prop- 
erty of insane persons and of the persons 
themselves only so far as the care of their 
property may demand. me 

Dr. Wellington Adams was found in his 
office this morning and when asked about bis 
interview with the Judge, he said: 

„Judge Woerner asked me what my motive 
was in instituting the proceedings against 
Mrs. Woodworth. My reply to him 
was that Mrs. Woodworth was a person 
of unsound mind who was exercising a 
physical power upon others which was 
barmful to those subjected to it and harmful 
to future generations. I did not wish to at- 
tack her religion orto say anything whatever 
about that, but I wished to prove that her 
mind was unsound and to restrain her from 
exercising a harmful power, 

HAD NO JURISDICTION, 

„Judge Woerner said that the Probate Court 
had no jurisdiction over such cases. That it 
had power only to appoint guardians for 
those who were incapable of attending to 
their own business affairs and the inguiry 
into their sanity was only an investigation of 
the necessity for appointing a guardian. He 
told me that the only course open was to 
prosecute Mrs. Woodworth as a -pub- 
lic nuisance, but that, of course, 
I will not do. I do not 
mean lo let the matter drop, however. Hyp- 
notism is a power with which of late we have 
become somewhat familiar, and we can fully 
appreciate the danger of it and the harmful 


results which follow its indiscriminate prac- 
tice. It is being legisiated against in Europe 

where it is best understood, and 1 intend 
to send to the next Legislature a bill 
prohibiting all exhibitions of hypnotism and 
its use in public. There is a need for it which 
is appreciated by all medical men. [intend 
also to prepare some articles on this case for 
the medica! journals, and I will present Mrs. 
Woodworth’s caseto the medical society at 
the first 1 after the vacation is over. 
Jam interested in this matter solely because 
of its influence on the public health, and not 
only in St. Louis, but elsewhere. She has 
been in California; she will go elsewhere, and 
probably others who are similarly afflicted 
will follow in her footsteps. There ought to 
be some way of preventing the exercise of 
these harmful influences on the weak and 
nervous people in the community. 

J want to say, however, that I have ac- 
complished my object. 1 attended Mrs. 
Woodworth’s meeting last night and saw that 
the use of hypnotism in the meetings has 
been discontinued and that is all I wanted, 
There was nota solitary case of hypnosis 
or catalepsy. There were some 
of the old-fashioned revival manifestations, 
shouting and clapping of the hands, but no 
hyvnosis, and that is whatI wanted to stop. 
Before this matter was given publicity Mrs. 
Woodworth and those who assist her called 
the people closely about them and told them 
to ‘look up for the comin of the 
Holy Ghost, to raise their bands 
to the Lord,’ and placed them in attitudes 
which subjected them to the exercise of the 
hypnotic power. There was none of that last 
night. There was no ‘suggestion’ and conse- 
quently there were no trances. Now I insist 
still that Mrs. Woodworth is of unsound mind, 
but two causes have led to the discontinuance 
of n about her who control 
her, have thought it advisable to stop it, and 
those who attend the meetings have been in- 
formed of the nature of the power exercised. 

WHAT HE HAS AIMED AT. 

They have gone to the meeting with doubts 
in their minds and they have not been 80 fully 
convinced of thé miraculous nature of these 
manifestations that they could be easily con- 
troled or influenced. This is whatI have aimed 
at and all I 4 to accomplish. Mrs. 
Woodworth is a religious monomapniac, but if 

eopie enjoy her preaching, well and good. 

o long as she does not use this harmful in- 
fluence, and so endanger the health of people 
of to-day and future generations, I haven't a 
word to say. 

„Iwill present the case to the Medicai So- 
clety, however, and it can be discussed there 
py men who have given the subject study. 
The society can then speak and say whether 
hypnotic trantes are or are not harmful to 
health. The medical journals have so spoken 
repeatedly and so have the ablest scientists.’’ 

MES. HAMMILL’S CASE. 

The case of Mrs. Eliza Hammlil, who was 
cured by the ‘‘Power,’’ was cited as one of 
the proofs that God was miraculously curing 
people and that hypnotism played no part. 
A full account of the case was 
given in Thursday's PosT- DISPATCH. 
Mrs. Hammill is a poor washing 
woman who hasto support herself and four 
children by hard work. She said that last 
winter she was attacked by rheumatism, 
which had so afflicted her thatshe had lost 
the use of her right arm almost entirely. 
Medica! treatment had not relieved her, though 
she wentto the Polyclinic, on Jefferson and 
Lucas avenues, three times a week for more 
than a month. She had seen people cure by 
the power of God, and believing that she 
could so be cured she applied to Mrs. Wood- 
worth for assistance.

THE CENSUS FAILURE. 

As the public saw the lists of local enu- 
merators ground out by the spoils ma- 
chines, distrust of the Eleventh Census 
began to grow and spread, It is now gen- 
eral. Very few localities are satisfied 
with the showing it makes for them, and 
the summing up is received with corre- 
sponding discredit. What is called the 
natural increase—the excess of births over 
deaths—has been more than 20 per thou- 
sand, or over 2 per cent in every preced- 
ing decade. Adding this natural increase 
and the number of immigrants recorded 
as arriving to the population shown by 
the census of 1880, the population of the 
Union should now be 66,932,983 instead of 
64,000,000. The last ten years have all 
been years of peace and plenty and un- 
usual exemption from fatal epidemics. 
Nobody can tell why our natural in- 
crease should have fallen from over 2 per 
cent to about 1% per cent in those ten 
years. Nobody believes that it has, and, 
having to conclude that either the census 
of 1880 exaggerated or that of 1890 under- 
rates our population, the tendency is to 
distrust the last count. 


— | 
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In two or three Kansas districts, the 
Republican conventions have  signifi- 
cantly warned their nominees to take 
their cues from home rather than from 
alleged party caucuses in Washington 
controlled by Eastern interests. It is bad 
enough for ‘‘King Caucus” to usurp the 
legislative fanctions of a representative 
body.

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COUNCILMAN METCALFE MAD OVER THE 
CITY GARBAGE CONTRACT. 


He Thinks Better Terms Could Have Been 
. Seoured—Tbhe City Will Have te Deliver 
aud Pay 9 Cents a Hundred Peunds for 
the Reduction of Offa! Which Can Be 
gold at $3 a Ten for Fertilizing. 


The Council Committee on Sanitary Affairs 
has now before ita contract which puzzles 
the members of that committee, and which 
disturbs especially Mr. Metcalfe, the Ohair-. 
man. Ihe contract is one which was entered 
into on the part.of the city by Mayor Noonan 
and Health Commissioner Dudley under the 
autherity and direction of Ordinance No. 
15,718, approved Aug. 1, of this year. The 
contract provides for the disposal of the 
garbage of the city. by what is known as the 
‘*Merz’’ process. The history of the 
contract and the preliminary ordinance 
providing for the contract is an interesting 
one. Some time ago it was suggested thas it 
would be a very good idea to dispose of the 
city garbage otherwise than by dumping it in 
the river. The nuisance ereated by dumping 
slop and other stuff collected by Contractor 
Hardy suddenly became very great and some 
less offensive method was sought for. Crema- 
tories and chemical processes of all kinds 
were investigated and discussed, but nothing 


came of it andthe matter rested for some 


A short time ago the whole matter was 
revived and the process § reinvestigated 
and the Merz system decided upon. Then 
an ordinance was drawn up authorizing and 
directing the Mayorto enter into a contract 
for the sanitary disposal of all the silops, 
offal, garbage and animal matter of the city 
by the Merz process. 
PECULIAR TERMS OF THE CONTRACT. 

It was not known then to any outsider, if 
indeed these directly interested, who 
was to get the contract, and 
the ordinance passed without any 


difficulty, when it was passed and duly signed 
by the Mayor. It provided that a contract 
should be made by the city to deliver to the 
works of the company all of the garbage of 
the city and pay in addition a cer- 
tain rate per 100 pounds, which 
should be fixed by the contract. Every 
pound so delivered should be weighed by the 
weighers 8 by an inspector who in 
turn was to be appointed by the Mayor. The 
weighers were to certify daily toe the Health 
Commissioner the amount of garbage deliv- 
ered. The contract was to be for a term of ten 
years. The Mayor and the Health Commissioner 
advertised for bids and one bid was received 
from the St. Louls Reduction Co., consisting 
of John Scullin, E. 8. Devoy, Harry Guioz- 
berg and others. No other bid could be bad, 
because Mr. Guinzburg represented those in 
8 of all the Merz rights in the United 
tates and no other company could get in. 

The contract was made and signed, and ac- 
8 to the terms of it, the city is to de- 
liver the garbage at the works of the com- 
pany and pay them 9 cents a hundred pounds 
for reducing it. 

MAKE MONEY EVERY WAY. 

According to the statement of the Guinz- 
berg the garbage yields 26 per cent of fertil- 
izer which is sold at from $2.50 to $3 a ton. 
The contract is signed by Ed Devoy az vice 
and acting President and Harry Guinzberg 
as Secretary with Ed Butier and Jas. Tier- 
nan as bondsmen to the extent of $20,000. 
Mr. Metcaife, Chairman of the Sanitary Com- 
mittee, says be will not report the measure’ 
until he knows more about it and learns what 
there is in it for the company. That the city 
should be put to the expense of collecting and 
delivering the garbage in the first place and 
then required to pay the company from $20,000 
to ; a year to accept it, so that 
they can turn it into fertilizer which brings 
them $8aton, looks to him rather strange. 
Mr. Metcaife argues that better terms couid 
and should ve made and that instead of pay- 
ing the company te accept the garbage tne 
city should derive a revenue from it. Mr. 
Guinzberg, speaking for the company, 
said that there was he reasonable 
profit in the business at a lower 
rate as the original investment for the plant 
was $250,000 aud the Operating expenses very 
heavy. The city saves nothing by the adop- 
tion of the system but, om the contrary, in- 
curs the expense of 9 cents a hundred for all 
81 collected beside the cost of salaries 

or the inspectorsand weighers. 

The contract was drawa up in a rather 
peculiar manner also. At the bottom of the 
last page is written, Approved by the Coun- 
cil, Sept. 2, 1890, ———, Secretary.’’ This 
showed thatthe whole thing was considered 
settied, and that no question would be raised 
to the measure. It was not approved on Sept. 
2, nor last night, as the committee falled to 
report it. 


A GREAT LOBBY. 

This was a disappointment tothe rather 
numerous lobby which was in ‘attendance to 
steer the contract through. John McFall the 
dead animal contactor appeared before the 
committee and opposed the measure on the 
ground that it provided for tne disposal of 
the dead animals along with the rest 
of the garbage. These he claimed 
were his property by contract 
and could not be taken from him in so sum- 
mary amauner. The — of lobbyists en- 
guged to see the measure through was select- 
ed with a good deal ot judgment. Ed. Butler 
was put on the bond at his terms which 
brought Jim Hardy inte line. John B. Clem- 
ents, who formerly looked after the munic- 
ipalend ofthe Missouri Pacifie and who is 
no in the fire-brick business, will get the 
— of the works. Rohan Bros. got the 
bollers in the st. Paul works and will proba- 
bly get them for these. Ed Devoy was elected 
Vice-President, and Acting President John 
Soullin was taken in as astockholder,. With 
this multiplicity of influences at work 
it was thought that all would go very 
well and that the contract would be approved 
as it stands and the chances now are that it 
will, What the contract is worth is a matter 
of conjecture, but the incorporators claim 
that it returns Dut a fair income on the Invest- 
ment. 

The Merz system is not a crematory process, 
but a chemical one. The garbage is first com- 
pressed by hydrauile pressure, and only the 
gases burned. The liquid is frozen and the 
compreseed solids treated chemically and 
then dried. The garbage is not consamed, 
but separated and reduced to fertilizer.

Next Week—Letters Pouring Isto the 
Park Office—What Mr. St. Joha Thinks 


ipal Matters. 


The preliminary work in the direction of 
getting a lake for Forest Park is going along 
steadily and Mr. Klemm has enlisted tne 
services of the Sewer Department for the pur- 
pose of investigating the condition of the 
land formation in varioug available places. 
In the meantime the scheme is meeting with 
universal approval. A big bundle of letters 
was received by the Park Department to-day, 
but most of them were merely indorsements 
of the plan sent in from a variety of sources, 
On Monday an engineer from the Sewer De- 
partment will besent out to the park and 
under the direction of Commissioner Klemm 
will begin bis eperations with the object of 
discovering a bed of rock if possible. Drills 
will be used and holes bored at intervals, so 
that the structure of the ground can be defin- 
itely determined. Mr. Kiemm wants to finda 
quarry of good limestone. It he can do that 
the lake is assured and the possibilities will 
be unlimited, With a good supply of stone 
right on the ground dams at the low piaces 
could be bullt at a very small cost and an 
infinite variety of cascades, caves and grottos 
bu lit to beautify the lake. The surplus stone 
could be sold at prices sufficient to help the 
fund censiderably. All of the mumbers of the 
Board of Public Improvements are very much 


interested in the plan and will assist Mr. 
Klemm iv every way they can. 

Mr. J. A. St. Joha, the Western duthority 
on boating and boat racing, when asked what 
he thought conld be done in the way of buiid- 
ing @ lake availabie for boat racing, sald: 

„t could be done very easily, and 
especially now when short races are im - 
ing very popular; a mile course would be 
ample and even a half mile would do, and it 
would certainly boom aquatics here more than 
anything that could be done. I am heartily 
in favor of the plan- 

The surveys and soundings will be finished 
in about a week and it will then be easier to 
degermine what the cost will be.

One 
of the crowd says, ‘He’s got some money, 
let's got it.’ They threw me down and sat on 
me. hen they went through my pockets, 
and seeing they were going to get my money 
I pulled it out and put it in my mouth, 
Burns says: I'll make him give it up,’ 
and he put a Xxknife my mouth 
and began prying my jawsopen, I gave up 
the money then, anda iittie while after they 
gave me back a bill, saying they did not want 
to rob me. It was a Confederate bill and no 
good. After thatI had nothing todo with 
them, but they have always been abusing me 
since then. 

‘* Yesterday evening 1 was playing 
craps for A dime and Burns he 
came up and kicked me over. He 
said he would be back and mash my nose. I 
knew he would do it and got out my 
knife. Hie came back, and coming up to me 
said: ‘You’re the —— — that said I stole 
— money,’ andhehitme. He was aboutto 

it again when I struck at him with the knife. 
The blade hit him in tbe fsee and glanced 
down on his breast. I ran 
away ard they all followed me. 
Burns ran so fast after me 1 did not think 
that I cut him, but I wanted to kill him there 
and then, as he has been abusing me ana 
beating me for months. I hope Leut him bad, 
and I don’t regret it a bit.’ 

Pichert te a delicate, refined young man 
who has just gone astray and begun running 
around with companions who are a ay ne 
but desirable. Burns on the other hand has a 
reputation in this city and Kansas City where 
he lives. He le given the alias of ‘‘OCocky’’ 
on account of an affliction of the eyes. 

A report from the City Hospital this morn- 
ing stated that Burns had losta great deal of 
blood and was very low. His injury is con- 
sidered fatal.

A LEAKY SHIP, 


The Damage to the Cruiser Enterprise and 
the Cause of It. 


New Tonk, Sept. 6.—The officers and crew 
ofthe vessel of war Enterprise began at an 
early hour yesterday to trace the source of 
the leaks which gave themso much concern 
while at anchor near Fort Wadsworth that it 
Was thought bestto returnto the navy yard 
to ferret out the cause and determine whether 
it was well founded. The one certain fact was 


that while lying in still water the vessel 
leaked from fourteen to eighteen inches of 
No one 
is able to tell what causes the leaks, but 
some believe that they can be traced back 
to the time when ehe was last 
in commission, when an effort was put forth 
to make a short cut to Sweden by going across 
Norway from Dovbak. It was on July 4, 1888, 
when at Doybak, eighteen miles from Chris- 
tiansand, that the vessel started to get under 
Way and ran about forty feet up on the jetty. 
The excuse made for this accident was that 
the jetty was not down on thechart. But it 
was immediately platted on the charts of the 
Mouterprise. All that night and on the follow- 
ing day the engines of the Enterprise were 
kept running, anchers were run out astern to 
Warp the vessel off and about forty tugs 
took fast hold of the Enterprise to 
Bend her off, which they succeeded 
in doing on the afternoon of July 5. 
The vessel was then taken to Cron- 
stadt, where the damaged copper and tim- 
bers were repaired. But She leaked more or 
less afterward, and it is believed that some of 
these places have again been strained by the 
concussion caused by the firing of salutes. 
But whatever cause it is, it is not thought de- 
sirable that the Enterprise be sent out until 
she is proven absolutely seawortny. The 
crew were at work yesterday removing the 
stores from the lower hold of the vessel, and 
when this is done that part of the ship will be 
Hooded to locate the leak, if possible. If this 
cannot be done then all of the stores, etc., 
will be removed and the vessel will be flooded 
up to the water line to find the leaks. The

THE FAMOUS REVOLUTIONISTS. 

The customs-house officials, when they ex- 
amined the trunks marked A. Maceo, had 
no inkling of who the passenger was. He was 
Gen. Anton Maceo, the famous Cuban insur- 
rectionist, and one of the leaders of the Cuban 
rebellion extending from 1868 to 1878, when 
the people attempted to throw off the Spanish 
yoke and rule their own country. Since be 
became a party tothe celebrated ‘‘Oonvenis 
del Seanjon’’ protocol of 1878, when he left 
Cuba, Gen. Maceo has been conspicuous for 
his silence and non-interference with the in- 
ternal affairs of his native lands, 
therefore, a matter of great surprise to his 
many friends and admirers here yesterday 
when he arrived, bearing in his inside coat 
pocket the mandate of Gen. Potavieja, the 
present Captain-General of Cuba, making him 
an exile from the scene ot hie many bloody 
conflicts. 

ORDERED INTO EXILE. 

Gen. Maceo’s compulsory exile from the 
field of his zarzal, Santa Maria and the other 
noted battles, has a touch of pathos about it. 
He returned to Santiago de Cuba only two 
weeks ago. He went to live quietly and un- 
ostentatiously on his plantation just outside 
of Santiago. He said that de returned with 
no revolutionary intentions and only desired 
to live peaceably in the bosom of his family. 
Justa week ago yesterday Gen. Maceo was 
astounded to receive a big official envelope 
bearing the seal and stamp of the Civil Gov- 
ernor of Santiago. It contained an imperative 
order from the Governor directing the re- 
turned insurrectionist to report in person at 


the Governor’ s eflicial residence immediately. 
Gen. Maceo, on reaching the Gevernor’s 
residence, was handed an official document, 
signed by the Captain-General of Cuba. It 
was the order exiling Maceo from Cuba. It 
directed bim to leave Cuba before 10 o’ clock 
the next morning. He had no alternative but 
to obey the mandate. Soldiers watched his 
every movement. He had no time to consult 
with his sympathizers. At 12 e’clook that 
night armed soldlers came to his bome and 
removed his luggage, taking it aboard the 
Cienfuegos, which was at anchor in the 
harbor. Gen. Maceo was then told that he 
must be ready to get away by 8 o'clock 
the next morning. Promptiy at that hour a 
detachment of soldiers marched to the Maceo 
Villa and took charge of the insurrectionist. 
Surrounded by the milit he was escorted 
aboard the police boat and carried out to the 
Cienfuegos. The Spanish authorities directed 
the Oaptain ofthe vessel to take the exile 
away from Ouban territory and land him any 
ose he wanted to go. Gen. Maceo selected 
ew York as the piace of his destination, and 
the Cuban authorities handed she Captaia the 
passage money for his distinguished exile and 
his wife. The police boat guarded the Cien- 
fuegos until she cleared the harbor. 
PRCMPTED BY JEALOUSY. 

Gen. Maceo says bis exile was prompted by 
malicious jealousy because of his popularity 
with the common people, While Potavieja is 
thoroughly hated by the great mass of native 
Cubans. During the troublesome times be- 
tween 1868 and 1878 Potavieja was a soldier in 
the Spanish army. He was noted for his cru- 
elty to inoffensive citizens. A . 
when he was appointed Captain-Gene to 
succeed the popular Chinchilla, the people 
were furious, and took it as a direct insult to 
their feelings. They took his appointment to 
mean that the Spanish yoke was to be 
drawn tighter and he was to crush 
out any and aii attempts of the 
people to get control of thelr own 
affairs. All the old hatred and antipathy 
against Spain was rekindied and mutterings 
of open .rebellion were frequently heard. 
Gen. Maceo says that Cuba is on the verge of 
another revolation. The men who led the 
insurrection of 1868-78 are actively, but 
quietly sowing the seed of discord among the 
people, and are only waiting for a favorable 
opportunity to spring the revolt against the 
Spanish authorities. Gen. Maceo says he is 
near at hand, and he stands ready and willing 
to assist them whenever they consider the 
time ripe for throwing off alleziance to Spain. 

THE EXILB. 

Gen. Maceo Is 40 years old, He is a native 
of Cuba, and during the revolution had com- 
mand of alithe troops in the Department of 
the Oriente. He has been wounded twenty- 
eight times. Gen. Gomez, who was the leader 
of the revolution, considered bim one of his 
beat and bravest officers. He is idolized by 
the people of Santiago and its vicinity. Since 
leaving Cuba in 1878 he has traveled all over 
Central Americatrying tostirup revolutions 
and revolts aga en Spain’s rule in Cuba. In 
1886 he was discovered in Hayti, 1 1 
out an expedition against Cuba. e bad to 
flee the country. He was not heard of again 
ntil be was exiled a week ago. He will re- 
urn to Jamaica I and from there ep 
his eye on the course of events in Ouba. It a 
revolution should be precipitated he will im- 
mediately return to Cuba and lead the forces.
